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World Bank Moves 


To. Fill a Vacuum 


Secretary of the Treasury George H. 
Humphrey has announced the administra- 
tion’s approval of a subsidiary of the 
World Bank to finance new businesses 
in underdeveloped nations of the world. 


The arm of the bank, to be known 
as the International Corporation, would 
make direct and repayable loans to in- 
dustry in the 57 countries which are 
members of the World Bank. It also 
would be able to buy the securities of 
such companies and resell them to pri- 
vate investors. 

The corporation would fill a gap be- 
tweeh the functions of the World Bank 
and the U.S. Government’s Import-Export 
Bank. The former can make loans to 
private concerns only when the recipient’s 
government guarantees repayment, while 
the latter loans funds abroad only for 


the Reds. The strange pathological quirks 
of the Russian character make it quite 
difficult. 

Strength on all fronts and continued 
negotiations may lead to such a basis. 
Meanwhile, the United States must con- 
tinue to maintain its leadership of the 
“free nations in building a worldwide bul- 
wark of freedom that the Reds will not 
dare attack. It is a long and costly road 
ahead. But if we have patience, there is 
hope.

One has only to travel around Geor- 
gia to see the effects of the searing 
drought. Never has the state looked more 
sad and the dismal outlook increases 
with each rainless day. 


There is one encouraging aspect to the 
otherwise grim picture. People of the state 
are beginning to recognize the need for 
more intelligent use of water resources. 
Irrigation is passing from the experimen- 
tal stage to practical application, The 
drought has speeded this process up by a 
number of years. 

The drought’s $100,000,000 toll, tangi- 
ble and intangible, will continue to be 
felt for many months. Its lessons should 
be learned well.

There- 
fore it will be some time before the In- 
ternational Corporation is in business. 

Administration approval following a 
thumbs down attitude is regarded as sig- 
nificant, as the announcement came just 
in time to make its impact felt on the 
Inter - American Economie Conference 
which opens in Rio de Janeiro Nov. 22. 
The underdeveloped Latin - American 
states should rejoice, as well as lands in 
other parts of the globe, for the new 
corporation should provide sorely needed 
risk capital for their businessmen. 

The International Corporation will 
have only $100,000,000 in funds to in- 
vest, barely a drop in the bucket when 
it comes to filling the unmet needs of 
the capitalist system abroad. Psychologi- 
cally however it should have profound 
effect, for it shows we are willing to back 
up our talk with deeds. More importantly, 
it should encourage the investment of 
surplus and _ suspicious private funds 
abroad. 

The fight against Communism has been 
inefficient for we have failed to get at 
the root of the matter—the real strength- 
ening of underdeveloped economies so 
that people of the contested lands would 
realize that the Communists offer them 
nothing. . 

For effectiveness and public relations 
purposes this is the best thing to come out 
of Washington since President Truman of- 
fered the world the Point Four Program 
in 1949.

Governor Herman Talmadge had 
the wisdom to appoint this businessman 
friend of his father’s to the revenue post 
and never had occasion to regret it. For 
Mr. Redwine is a man of rectitude and 
calls his shots as he sees them. 


The post of revenue commissioner is 
one of the key state jobs. Its operation 
can make or break the reputation of a 
governor. The breath of scandal never 
touched Mr. Redwine’s division. Gov. 
Herman Talmadge paid him the ultimate 
compliment of a chief executive several 
years ago when he said that revenue was 
one department that never caused him 
WOITy. 


Reds Are Talking Sweet 


Despite Plane Incident 


The enigmatic Russians, displaying a 
new temper of sweetness and light in 
dealing with the West, nevertheless have 
shot down another American plane over 
northern Japan. The somewhat flimsy 
excuse, denied by the American crew, is 
that the U.S. plane shot first. re 

That does not explain, of course, why 
the Russians were flying over Japanese 
territory. 

The incident is serious and is obvi- 
ously part of the new Russian strategy 
for Asia. The cold war struggle there 
will be long and arduous. The Reds will 
do everything possible to make the free 
world lose face in the eyes of Asiatics. 

But President Eisenhower is probably 
right in saying that the specter of war 
is further away than for several years. 
The Soviets have made a number of over- 
tures and concessions and there is even 
genuine hope that an acceptable agree- 
ment can be reached on peacetime utili- 
zation of atomic energy that could event- 
ually lead to atomic disarmament and to 
an easing of economic pressures that 
breed communism. 

The Russians’ conciliatory tone is a 
continuation of a gradual policy shift 
that has been apparent since the death of 
Stalin. While we cannot assume that their 
essential objectives have changed, they 
have shifted emphasis from threats of war 
to a more subtle type of political and eco- 
nomic conflict. 

Actually, there seem to be develop- 
ing two policies—one of conciliation and 
reasonableness in the West and further 
concentration on subversion and eco- 
nomic pressure in Asia. While appar- 
ently turning her back on an armed 
showdown with the free world, the So- 
viet Union will intensify the drive to 
attain her ambitions by other means. 

In the meantime, the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration desperately is trying to find

What really worried me 
was it might get a little way up 
and then go crashing back to earth 
again. 

When time came to go, one by 
one the big motors came to life. 
Slowly we rolled ouf to the end 
of the runway and the big plane 
sat still for a little while as the 
motors warmed up. Then it went 
down the runway rapidly gather- 
ing speed. Gently and seemingly 
as light as a feather it rose into 
the air. 

Soon we were 17,000 feet up. Far 
below I could see hills and small 
mountains but the big ship smooth- 
ly sailed above at 340 miles per 
hour, Chicago was not long away. 

The ship was big but it had four 
motors, each capable of develop- 
ing 3,500 horsepower. And with 
power like that, it could lift heavy 
loads, fly over rough places and 
go far. I opened my New Testa- 
ment and read again John 1:1-12.

McCarthy Is Contemptuous 


Of the People’s Intelligence 


The demagoguery of Senator McCarthy has rarely been revealed 
in clearer terms than in the address which he drafted to open his 


defense against the pending resolution of censure. 


And seldom has 


he shown so unmistakably his contempt for the intelligence of the 
American people as he has in this speech consisting of a mixture of 
effrontery and self-serving martyrdom. 


“It is not easy,’’ Mr. McCarthy 
proclaims, “for a man to assert 
that he is the symbol of resist- 
ance to Communist subversion— 
that the nation’s fate is in some 
respects tied to his own fate.” 
But Mr. McCarthy seems to have 
overcome whatever difficulties 
modesty might have interposed. 

Wrapping himself in the mantle 
of anti-communism, he declares 
that ‘‘from the moment I entered 
the fight against subversion back 
in 1950 at Wheeling, W.Va., the 
Communists have said that the 
destruction of me and what I 
stand for is their No. 1 objective 
in this country.’’ 

The clear impression Mr. Mc- 
Carthy is attempting to convey is 
that he is the nation’s No. 1 anti- 


Communist, and has been for 
some years. This is a contention 
that is completely unsupported 


by the facts. 

Mr. McCarthy came late into 
the anti-Communist picture, and 
when he did come he came de- 
structively, doing more harm to 
the interests of the United States 
than he has ever done to the 
Communist conspiracy, either in- 
side or outside the United States. 

By his own words it was not 
until 1950 than Mr. McCarthy, 
who had then been in the Senate 
three years, “‘entered the fight 
against subversion.”’ By 1940—10 
years before 1950—the Smith Act 
had been passed. By 1950 the 
principal leaders of the American 
Communist party had been in- 
dicted, tried, convicted and sen- 
tenced for violation of this law. 

By 1950 Congress had prohib- 
ited federal employment to any 
member of an organization advo- 
cating forcible overthrow of the 
government, By 1950 a thorough- 
going loyalty and security pro- 
gram had been established within 
the federal service. 

By 1950 the program to defend 
Greece and Turkey against Com- 
munist aggression had been 
adopted. By 1950 the Marshall 
Plan, which had the same pur- 
pose, had been adopted. By 1950 
the Berlin Airlift had been flown. 
By 1950 American rearmament 
had begun and selective service 
was again in effect. 

By 1950 the North Atlantic De-

fense Pact against Communist ag- 
gression had been signed. By 1950 
the Mutual Defense Assistance Pro- 
gram had begun. By February, 
1950, when Mr. McCarthy awoke to 
anticommunism, the United States 
had helped defeat a Soviet resolu- 
tion to oust Nationalist China from 
the United Nations. By February, 
1950, President Truman had decid- 
ed in favor of constructing the 
H-bomb. 


What arrant nonsense to believe 
—or to try to make the American 
people believe—that Mr. McCarthy 
has been the spearhead of anti- 
Communist activity in this country! 
What falsification of history to pre- 
tend that Mr. McCarthy ‘is ‘“‘the 
symbol of resistance to Communist 
subversion.”’ 


And what fantastic distortion for 
him to say, as he dared to say .in 
this speech, that ‘‘McCarthyism is 
a household word describing a way 
of dealing with treason and the 
threat of treason.”’ 

No, that is not what McCarthy- 
ism is. We have attempted many 
times in these columns to define 
McCarthyism, and we will try it 
once again. It is the invasion of 
personal rights, the irresponsible 
attacks on individuals and institu- 
tions, the disregard of fair demo- 
cratic procedures, the reckless 
shattering of mutual trust among 
the citizens of this country, the 
terrorization of loyal civil servants 
—these are all elements of McCar- 
thyism. 

It is the disruption of orderly 
governmental processes; it is the 
destruction of the constitutional re- 
lationship between the equal 
branches of our government; it -is 
the assault on federal agencies 
most intimately concerned with the 
actual ‘‘cold war’’ or a potential 
‘hot’? one; it is contempt for the 
Bill of Rights and for the ordinary 
rules of public and political de- 
cency. 

It is the, encouragement of fear, 
the undermining of self-confidence, 
the pandering to emotionalism; it 
is the divisive force of accusation, 
recrimination and suspicion. All of 

‘this is McCarthyism; and it can 
only help our enemies.

TIC is The Infantry Center. Ft. 
Benning is. the Infantry capital of 
the U.S. Army. Gen. Harper is 
also superintendent of TIS—The 
Infantry School. 

TIS is the largest educational 
institution in Georgia, perhaps in 
the world. Its classes meet in 
the conventional type room, with 
desks and chairs. They meet in 
the swamps of west Florida and 
in the rugged hill country north- 
west of Dahlonega. 

Students enrolled 1n TIS learn 
on the rifle range and from the 
tops of 250-foot towers. The tow- 
ers are the rigging from which 
the future paratrooper gets his 
first taste of descent by floating 
umbrella. 

The tower is a fine place from 
which to view the farflung reser- 
vation. Some Georgia newsmen 
and their wives found that out 
last weekend as they were ini- 
tiated into the Buddy-Seat Corps. 

The buddy seat is a board, like 
in the rope swing back on the 
farm. The buddy seat is tied to 
a parachute.

A Security Risk?

Mr. Davies has devoted his whole adult life to the foreign serv- 
He has held trusted posts in China, in Moscow, in Frankfurt 


during the occupation of Germany and has earned the commendation 
of most of his superiors, including the former Under Secretary of 


State, Gen. Walter Bedell Smith. 

The latest security board to 
hear the evidence — eight pre- 
vious security boards have cleared 
him — found Mr. Davies complete- 
ly loyal, completely devoted to the 
United States and never imprudent 
with government secrets. 

It did find that in its judgment 
Mr. Davies exercised “‘lack of 
judgment.”’ 

How do you measure “lack of 
judgment”’ in terms of security? 
What are the criteria for judging 
*““judgment,”’ especially some 10 
years after? Are the judges alone 
to be allowed wisdom after the 
event? How good was their judg- 
ment on many things in the past? 
Is “judgment” bad when it di- 
verges from the prevailing view 
at the time — or afterward? And 
only good when it conforms to of- 
ficial policy? 

What was the judgment or “‘lack 
of judgment” which Mr. Davies 
exercised and which incited the 
charges against him? 

From 1942 to 1945 Mr. Davies 
served as diplomatic attache to 
the American commanding gen- 
eral in China, first under Gen. 
Stillwell and later under Gen. 
Wedemeyer. 

During this period Mr. Davies’ 
policy recommendations reached 
more and more strongly to these 
conclusions: 

That Chiang Kai-shek couldn't 
succeed in holding the reins of 
government after Japan was de-

feated, that his was a decaying 
government. 

That it was obvious the United 
States was not going to commit 
itself to putting an American army 
in China to fight the civil war 
for him. 

That since the Chinese Commu- 
nists were on the way to winning 
control of China, it would be more 
in America’s interests to try to 
keep the Chinese Communists 
friendly to us than to drive them 
more into Moscow’s hands. 


I don’t argue that these are all 
good judgments, but they were de- 
fensible judgments and, as history 
unfolded, nearer right than wrong. 
Mr. Davies’ judgments were not 
accepted in Washington. If they 
had, it is entirely probable that 
they would not have averted a 
pro-Soviet Chinese regime. But 
neither did any policy which the 
United States did pursue. 


I don’t argue that John Paton 
Davies is an outstanding and re- 
liable foreign service officer. I 
don’t know. If he isn’t, he should 
be assigned to a post where less 
critical matters are at stake. But 
he shouldn’t be fired as a ‘“‘se- 
curity risk.”’ If the government 
keeps this up — and its decision 
on Davies is more powerful than 
any policy directive — it won't 
have a foreign service worth the 
cable costs to transmit its judg- 
ments.

The victims are bigger—United States senators.

Mental Health Assn. started a last-minute 
drive last year t6 be sure every patient at Milledgeville got a 
gift of some kind. But it was too late to reap more than 3,500 
presents. And there are 11,380 adult patients at Milledgeville and 
600 children at Gracewood. 

Dr. T. E. Peacock, superintendent of the hospital, has told 
the mental health group he would like to have 10,000 personal 
gifts to make sure each patient had something to unwrap on 
Cnristmas morning. 


They have started asking for gifte—new ones, especially 
bought with a lonely, ill man or woman or child in mind. You 
can wrap and mail it to the hospital yourself and mark it on 
the outside so they’ll know it’s a Christmas gift for an un- 
named patient. Or, better still, you can buy the present and 
the wrappings and drop them off at the association headquarters, 
502 Kemper Insurance building, down near the Hurt Building. 

Later on the association hopes to have receptacles in some 
of the stores to receive gifts, which a group of volunteers will 
wrap and mail for you. 


Meanwhile, the list of things needed and wanted is almost 
unlimited. Suggestions made by the hospital include, for chil- 
dren, soft toys, teddy bears, balis, soft dolls, simple puzzles, 
picture books, socks, underwear, bathrobes, dresses, pants and 
shirts, soap, children’s records, bubble bath. For women: 
Blouses, handkerchiefs, stockings, perfume, scarves, combs, 
brushes, underwear, bathrobes, Handbags, soap, wash clothes. 
For men: Ties, handkerchiefs, pipes, tobacco, cigars, cigarettes, 
combs, brushes, underwear, bathrobes, fountain pens, mechani- 
cal pencils, soap, wash rags. 

And books are recommended for all of them. People all 
over Georgia are invited to help with this project.

Don’t Let Child Hear 


Criticism ot Parents 


Parents should get together in self-defense and agree not to 
criticize other parents in front of a child. 


Foolish? Not at all. Any par- 
ent anywhere who criticizes to 
his child the words or actions of 
another parent is undermining 
his own authority. He does the 
same when he criticizes to his 
child anyone in authority in his 
child’s world: his teacher, his 
cook, his nurse, or the corner 
policeman. 

Unthinkingly, he rips another 
thread from that already thread- 
bare carpet of authority. | 

It is any man’s privilege, right, 
and occasionally his joy to dis- 
agree with another, to criticize, 
to discern—certainly to say what 
he pleases, usually about anyone 
and anything at any time. 


DON’T TEAR DOWN 


But don’t do it to the children. 
Don’t tear down a child’s teacher 
to him. Don’t tear down the law 
of his land to him. Don’t tear 
down another parent to him. And 
if he isn’t your own child, never 
dream of tearing down his own 
parent to him. 

You'd think this so obvious 
that no one would do it, yet 
parents do it all the time. They 
go yakkety, yakkety, yakkety. 
‘Your mother doesn’t know what 
she is talking about,’’ another 
mother may say ‘to Willy. The 
chances are excellent that 
Willy’s mother knows exactly 
what she is talking about and 
will fight at the drop of a hat to 
defend her own utterances to her 
child. ‘Your teacher is wrong,’’ 
a parent may say flatly.

It started in loyal 
imitation of a beloved adult. 
The sooner all adults wake up 
to this, the better off all will be.

WAKE UP 


The place to wake up is at 
the breakfast or supper table, 
where most of these _ acid, 
abrupt remarks take place.

Tom Duffy, 38, is the editor of 
the Journal at East St. Louis, 
under whose auspices I ad- 
dressed a large women’s audi- 
ence earlier this year. 

Mr. Duffy introduced me to 
the crowd, and in acknowledging 
his generous remarks, I told the 
audience he was really the chan- 
cellor of their great local ‘‘Uni- 
versity in Print,’’ namely Jour. 
nal University. 

And that is true of every news- 
paper editor, too. All the rest of 
us who write for the newspaper 
are simply faculty members of 
the biggest and most influential 
university in the world, the news- 
paper. 

For after people leave school 
forever at about 18, which is true 
of over 80 per cent of Ameri- 
cans, we lean upon the news- 
paper as our main educational 
aid for the remaining 50 years 
of our life. 

And after the meeting, I an- 
swered their questions for near- 
ly an hour, 


CURRENT QUESTIONS 


‘Dr. Crane, I adopted a baby,” 
said one of the women, ‘“‘because 
its mother didn’t want it. She 
was so callous and selfish that 
she gladly offered it for adop- 
tion. 

“But now I am wondering if 
the baby will inherit its moth- 
er’s 'selfishness?”’ 

The answer is ‘“‘No,”’ for al- 
though we are all reasonably 
selfish at birth, no special 
‘dose’ of abnormal unselfish- 
ness is passed along by heredity. 

Neither can a child inherit 
special habits like criminality or 
kleptomania. Even if your adopt- 
ed baby’s original parents were 
a murderer and a prostitute, 
your baby has just as much 
chance of being a saintly person 
as does the offspring of a clergy- 
man and his wife.

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Salt Is Important 
Item for Health 


Salt is important to health 
and to the sense of well-being. 
It is the most abundant Single 
chemical compound in the body 
and is found in all tissue juices 
as well as in the blood plasma. 


But during the last two dec- 
ades, many men and women 
have gone on a low salt diet to 
lose weight and to ward off high 
blood pressure and heart disor- 
ders. This seldom is necessary 
and should not be followed ex- 
cept under the doctor’s orders. 
Furthermore, some persons are 
punishing themselves by avoid- 
ing the tasty dishes they enjoy. 

The healthy body is well 
equipped to handle the salt con- 
tained in food.and added in the 
kitchen and at the table. The 
secret lies with the kidneys. 
These organs are responsible for 
maintaining a constant salt level 
in the blood. 

When too much salt is taken 
into the body, the kidneys allow 
the excess to escape. The op- 
posite occurs when a low salt 
diet is consumed. The filtration 
mechanism of the kidneys shuts 
up like a clam and refuses to ex- 
crete salt into the urine. 

As a result, the salt user is 
likely ‘to end up with just as 
much in his system as does the 
person on a low salt diet. I am 
referring to healthy individuals 
only, not those suffering from 
kidney trouble, dropsy, or cer- 
tain glandular disorders. In such 
people, the kidneys may not 
function properly or the excess 
remains in the tissues. 

Additional salt may be re- 
quired during heat waves and 
when working in a hot environ- 
ment such as a steel mill. Here

Obesity is combated with a low 
caloric diet. It is true that salt 
causes retention of fluid in the 
tissues and lessening its intake 
encourages the excretion of wa- 
ter. The scales register the loss 
of fluid but fat is not decreased 
and this substance, in the long 
run, is the most important fac- 
tor in overweight.
